Eye. for Detail. 


a have spent a couple of hours looking 
over some hundreds of photographs, and 
it struck me how much more effective 
many of them would have been if they 
had been actually taken by a woman. 
Women as a rule have a better eye for 
attistic detail: and a greater imagination 
than the average photographer who may 
know all about hypos and solutions, but 
who is very unhappy iu getting his sub- 
ject to pose naturally. 

Children’s photographs should always 
be taken by women, and then we should 
have fewer travesties. Few children seem 
natural in their portraits; they have 
obviously been worried into stiff and un- 
natural positions, and are out of temper 
with themselves and the photographer.

THE ENTERTAINMENT TAX. 


Now that there is a new Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, the owners .of theatres 
and cinemas are going to approach him 
with a view to thé abolition or alléviation 
of the entertainment tax. I am airaid, 
however, that in the present condition of 
the national finances they are not likely 
to find him much more sympathetic than 
his predecessor. The tax brings in too 
many millions to be dispensed with at 
present, and the cost of collection is com- 
paratively small. 

Mr. Baldwin, however, pending more 
substantia] boons, might turn his atten 
tion to some of the smaller taxes whos 
yield is almost negligible in these days, 
ami which cause a quite disproportionate 
amount of hardship. Take, for example, 
the taxation on male servants. It was 
intelligible enough in the days wher 
Ar taxation was comparatively low, 
and it formed one of the ways of getting a 
little bit more out of the rich. But a 
graduated income tax made it an 
anachronism, the existence of which has 
the positive disadvantage of making 1t 
more. dificult for the ex-Service man to 
find a job. 

Considerable. importance was atiache | 
by many Unionists to the Meysey Thomp- 
son Bill, introduced into Parliament eariv 
in the year, which was designed te preven’ 
trade union funds from being used for 
political purposes, The Labour Party was 
strongly opposed to the measure, since 1) 
would greatly interfere with its activiti 
in many directions. It is now said shat 
the Prime Minister intends to drop the 
Bill ; but. inasmuch as Parliament has been 
dissolved, it would seem that the Bill is 
dead. It might be revived next session ; 
but, in view of the announcement, ii 1s 
unlikely to make any further progrecs. 


CHURCH OF ENGLAND MINISTERS 


Not for a long time has there been an 
Administration that contained so large n 
number of ardent members of the Church 
of England: Lord Salisbury, like hi- 
brothers, is a keen supporter of the 
Establishment.

The Court's opinion compares with the 
famous decision in te Unifed Siaies which 
helped largely in the - abolition of negro 
slavery. , 
* The decision gets free of obligations cone 
tracted:for them by their parents or guardians 
the girls of the Geisha profession—the dainty 
little entertainers of Japan, the butterflies who 
make gay the night life of the cities, but who 
flutter always with the light silken cord of 
their contract limiting their flights, and held 
firmly in the hands of their unseen masters, 
behind the gold screens, and with pockets wide 
open to receive all the Geisha earnings. 

The Geisha system, which is as old as the 
history of Japan, is roughly as follows:-— 
Parents of girls whom they feel unable to 
maintain, present them, when children of from 
7 to 12, to ‘he masters of Geisha training 
houses. These masters select the comeliest and 
brightest, and those having a natura! musical 
talent, and practically adopt them. 

The parents enter into contracts that the 
girls: shal! remain with their masters, and be 
subject to all his commands, until such time 
as they have repaid, from their earnings as 
entertainers, ail the cost of their education in 
music, dancing, flower arrangements, colour- 
matching, deportment, table etiquette, and 
conversation. 

There is nothing necessarily vicious about a 
Geisha girl’s life. She is not necessarily im- 
moral, and many are not. - The aristocracy cf 
Japan numbers many ‘wives who met their 
titidd husbatids first as Geisha girls.

" In view of the continued wild inflation that is 
roing on in Germany little surprise is felt at the 
renewed tumble in the mark to fresh low. re 

almost daily. According to the latest advices 
from Berlin. Germanv'’s loating debt in ten days 
increased by 52,448,960,000 marks, and on Octo- 
ber 20 totalled no less than 619,645,000,000 
marks. The funding debt was 64,423,000,000 
marks, and both debé& together 684,066,000,000 
marks, or 139-fold the debt of 4,918,000,000 
marks of March, 1914.

ELECTRICAL MANUFACTURE, 


Referring to the possibility of electrical manu- 
facture in the Free State, Mr. Handcock said 
it was perfectly true that, with the possible 
exception of one small company, he knew of 
nobody abtomptisgs electrical manufacture. 
That was a most unhealthy state of affairs, not 
only for the profession, but also for the 
country. Electrical engineers, he said, should 
use their influence to create an electrical in- 
dustry in Ireland, where there were three and 
a quarter millions of people in the Free State. 
In Denmark, Norway, and Switzerland, with 
@ population not exceeding Ireland, electrical 
apparatus was extensively used. 

The change of Government in Ireland was 
going to give a strong inducement that was 
Geetpusly absent. Government departments 
would be in a position to place contracts at 
home for quantities which would ensure a 
manufacturer having a reasonable and eon- 
tinuous output to start with. This would enable 
lim to produce at reasonable prices while 
developing his business along the usual trade 
channels. Without such contracts it was diffi- 
cult to face competition with manufacturers 
already established and holding such contracts 
from their own Government. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR DUBLIN, 


It should not be overlooked that electrical 
manufacturing is in a large degree mechani- 
cal work, and work that a number of our well- 
egu mechanical workshops in Dublin 
could undertake if they could only look into it, 
and add an electrical en to their staff to 
seg that the design and finished product was
